ELECTRONIC POTATOES 

The Scottish Institute of Agri- 
cultural Technology has pro- 
duced "electronic potatoes" — 
mock tubers made out of loamy 
rubber with special sensors In- 
side. 

The electronic potatoes ara 
planted alongside normal pota- 
toes on experimental plots of 
land, and in auliimn they ara 
harvested and sorted by mach- 
ine, They emit signals which 
make It possible to ascertain 
which speclllc harvesting opera- 
tions need be improved, and 
what direction these improve- 
ments should be made in order 
io preserve the harvest. Scient- 
ists believe that similar methods 
could be used to preserve 
onions, the "Neues Deutschland" 
newspaper of the GDR reports. 

HOW TO COMBAT 
THE TSETSE FLY 

The tsetse fly is a major 
hazard in Africa. Carrying the 
so-called sleeping sickness. It 
presents a ihreal not only lo 
man but also' to animals. In 
Zambia alone, sixty per ceaf of 
all cattle suffer from Ihe disea- 
se. According to UN figures, 
fifty per cent of Ihe best grac- 
ing ground Is Infested by Iha 
tsetse fly. Traditional methods 
of combating the Fly, such as 
clearing the sea-shore of bu- 
shes, draining bogs, desinfec- 
tlon of the contaminated areas 
and vaccination or cattle are 
very expensive, though to a 
certain extent effecllve. A 
short while ego, scientists sug- 
gested a new and much chea- 
per mol hod tor dealing with the 
tsetse fly: sterilization.

45.year-0ld Vladimir Menshov U, probably, 
one of Ihe most popular Soviet 111m directors lo- 
ci ay. both with In this country and abroad. Hl« 
Him, “Moscow Doesn't Believe In Tears", was 
awarded a USSIl Slate Prize, and has won nu- 
merous forotgn prizes, Incl titling an Oscar. It 
still draws capacity audiences In' more than ■ 
HO countries. And (his Is only Menshov's second 
lilm. He made his debut as a Him director at Iho 
age ol 30 wllli r film called "A Dlt of Pooling". 

Menshov soared to fame wllhln three ‘to lour 
years, la such cases one feds a tendency to me- 
ditate over the ease with which success can be 
achieved. Was It perhaps due to fortune or a 
good sense ol liming? The taller two compo- 
neals certainly played a part In Vladimir Mon- 
shov'i success. What was missing was case. Al- 
most twenty years lay between Ills (Jrsl Him and 
Ihe moment when, still a very young man, Vla- 
dimir Meushov decided lo dcvole himself com- 
pletely io art. 

He mado three attempts to enter drama colle- 
ges and all (luce ended In failure. Another per- 
son would have fell discouraged. Not Monahov, 
in between summer visits lo Moscow lo take 
entrance exams, he continued working as a tur- 
ner at a plant In Astrakhan, as a miner la Vor- 
kuta, and sailed In a ship around the Caspian 
Sea. Ha liked lo travel and see new places. He 
also liked lo chango trades, and this was not 
entirely fortuitous: for he haled leliirnlag, de- 
feated, to those who hod seou him off la Ihe 
hope of victory. 

It was only on his fourth al tempt, when he 
had almost passed Ihe age limit lor applicants 
to the drama department, that he was finally ac- 
cepted as a student at the Moscow Art Theatre 
School. While studying, Monshov worked as an 
extra la theatre productions. At night he worked 
as a watchman n| a bakery lo earn money to 
support his lamlly: Ills wile Vera Alenlova, a 
co-student, now a well-known actress, and bis 
one-year-old daughter, Yulya. 

While In the third year oi his studies, ha de- 
cided Ihal he only had the makings ol an aver- 
age actor. He deeamt ol directing. Having grad- 
uated he decided lo scad Ills attempts at writ- 
ing, production notes, elc., to Mikhail Roram, 
the well-known director and Professor it Iho 
Moscow Instil ute for Cinematography. Having 

read his notes. Romm rang him up and said: 
"Vladimir, I need you I" 

The Him, "A Bit oi Pooling", appeared later. 



Without the slightest bint oi didactics a serious 
conflict between two 9lh-fomers at school was 
analysed. Ono was a pragmatist, the other a ro- 
mantic. Tho' director tried to show that without 
warmlli, an aptitude for business, no mailer how 
laudahle, . la sure lo turn Into heartless ra- 
tionalism.. 

The Him, "Moscow Doesn'l Believe In Tears", 
is almost autobiographical. The same dedication 
lo one's dream, the same stubbornness In attain- 
ing one's goal, Ihe same unbearable burden of 
failure at the start, and In the final count the 
same success, a success won by bard work and 
faltli In one's own abilities. 

Menshov ha9 just llnlshed another Him, "Love 
and Pigeons", based on a play by Vladimir Gur- 
kia. It Is a very "Russian" Him, full of humour 
and lun, about Ihe eternal duel between love 
and unfaithfulness. Vladimir Menshov says that 
this Him is bis best to date....
